MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: ORR Participation in the Briefing 
of an Ad Hoc Committee Studying 
U. S. Military Requirements for 
a Future Merchant Marine 


1. A special high level advisory committee has been created 
to make recommendations concerning the future size of the U. S. 
Merchant Marine which in turn means to make recommendations con- 
cerning subsidiaries of our own shipping companies. This committee 
is headed by Admiral Radford, former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. It will convene at Woods Hole during the week of 10-14 
August. 


2. Mr. Robert Keating, of the National Academy of Science 
approached Mr. Amory asking for CIA assistance in briefing this 
special c^mlhtee^Mr. Amory called me on 7 July and I suggested 
25X1A9athat Mr .^^^^^^^Hsive 'the briefing which is scheduled for 11 
August and is to be one hour in length. 


3. The general subject area of our briefing will be the 
Sino-Soviet Bloc Merchant Marine, 1960-75, with partic ular 
emphasis on its cold war capabilities.
